REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


It is my privilege to submit for your consideration my 
thirteenth annual report. 

On the thirty-first day of August the teachers and pupils 
of the respective schools reassembled to begin the work of a 
new school year. We were fortunate in retaining all of last 
year’s teachers with two exceptions. For the two vacancies 
we secured teachers with several years of successful experi- 
ence. The children are all happily engaged in their school 
work and in general are making good progress in their studies. 

Through the effort of Mrs. Marguerite Quimby and some 
of the interested Mothers of the community, the sum of 
$175.00 was raised to maintain music teaching in the Plain- 
field Village School and the Tracy School in Cornish for the 
ensuing year, 


The committee in charge was fortunate in securing as a 
teacher Mrs. Mildred LaParme of Claremont, she having 
had five years of experience. 

A very great improvement is noticeable in the singing of 
the children. The children of the primary grades, many of 
whom knew nothing of music, now have a decided knowledge 
of reading music and time. The children of the upper grades 
both read and write music and sing two-part songs. 

It is to be hoped in time, the teaching of music in the 
schools of Meriden -and Plainfield will be a part of the regu- 
lar schedule. 

The amount raised will be sufficient for twenty-five weeks.

ScHOOL CENSUS 


In the census returns of September, 1931, it is reported 
that 174 children between the ages of five and sixteen were 
found residing in Plainfield. Nine of these were not attend- 
ing school: five of them being too young for school attendance 
and four who have completed the work of the eighth grade 
but whose school life has presumably ended. 


On September 30, one hundred fifty-five of these were 
registered in the public schools of the district, three were 
attending school in Cornish and seven were students in 
secondary schools. 


Plainfield is paying the tuition of thirty-seven secondary 
school students: 26 at Kimball Union Academy, six at Wind- 
sor High School, three at Stevens High, and two at Lebanon 
High School, 


MeEpicaL INSPECTION 
A summary of the report of the school nurse reveals that 
all pupils have received their regular examinations. This is 
Mrs. Hasham’s second year of service and it is becoming 
evident that the greatest good and the best results of medical 
inspection come from the work of a school’s nurse. She is 
able to see the children often and to follow them to their 
homes to assist in the correcton of the defects found by the 

physical examination made at the school.

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GENERAL STATISTICS 

For the year ending June 30, 1931, one hundred seventy- 
one children were registered in the schools of the district. 
The average membership was one hundred forty-six. The per 
cent of attendance was 94.14. The number of half days the 
schools were actually in session was 347. The number of 
half days lost on account of holidays, institutes, etc., was 13. 
Fifteen pupils were transported at district expense. The dis- 
trict paid the tuition of three pupils in elementary schools 
and of forty students in secondary schools. The average an- 
nual salary of the teachers was $872.37. In the registers 
there are recorded fifty-nine visits by members of the Board, 
one hundred sixty visits by the superintendent and four 
hundred thirty-one visits by citizens. Seven School Board 
meetings have been held.
